tal work for the motlier. 
By w atch­ 
ing school results one can best adapt 
the m enus that prove best for tho 
health and mental activity of the 
child. 
If possible it is b e tte r for a child 
to come home at noon for lunch and 
have a bowl of hot broth or soup, a 
baked apple with cream and some 
cookies. 
ll too heavy a lunch is eaten, in­ 
stead of being refreshed as well as 
nourished, the child will be drowsy 
during the afternoon. 
Caesar is quoted as having w arned 
his soldiers to “ eat just enough to 
repair powers, not deaden th e m ’ . 
It requires continual ingenuity to 
keep th** luncheon that the child car­ 
ries tasty and well balanced.
